Dulles Understood Perfectly’ 


I did not wish to conceal any- 
thing from Mr. Dulles and I told 
him that the United States Naval 
Attache had been asking for infor- 
mation about our military prepara- 
tions. I said that we were quite 
ready to give this, but that I wanted 
first to make sure that the United 
States Government really wished to 
have it. Mr. Dulles replied that the 
United States Government perfectly 
well understood the purpose of our 
preparations and he thought that they 
had had a good effect.
